THE EXECUTION AT PITTSBURG 

OF THE MURDECER OF THE HAM NETI FAMILY, 

Special Dispateh to The Chicago Tribune, 

Prrrspuae, Pa., Feb. 23.—The law was vindicat- 
ed here to-day by the hanging of Ernest Ortwein. 
The arrangements for the execution made by 
the Sheriff's deputies were very complete, At 
early morn the Court-House and jail was sur- 
rounded by a morbid erowd. The buildings 
stand on what is known as Grant's Hill, eover- 
ing an immense square. The Sheriff had pos- 
session of the buildings, police being posted 
outside to keep back the crowd. But one of 
the five entrance-gates was open. 

| THE CONDBMXED MAN 
retired about midnight, and slept e till 5 
this morning. Shortly after the Rev. Hersh- 
berger, his spiritual adviser, entered the cell 
staying with the doomed man till 7, when Ort: 
wein ate a hearty breakfast. The Sheriff bad fur- 
nished him with a black suit. After breakfast 
Ortwein prayed, read his Bible till balf-past 11, 
when Sheriff Haro and Deputy Cluley repaired 
to the cell and told the condemned that his hour 
for execution was drawing nigh. His arms were 
then pinioned, the ministers praying at the 
same time, The preparations were concluded 
about 11:55, when it was found that the drop 
on the scaffold had slipped, which was soon fixed. 
The yard of the jail had been fenced in and the 
scaffold was located so as to be invisible from 
the hoose-tops. The Sheriff's jury, special 
deputies, including. local reporters, in all some 
sixty persons, were admitted within the inclosure. 
Overhead was calm and clear, a spring-like 
mildness prevailing. The san shone down with 
a glow of warmth that could not help but make 
the condemned wish yet longer to linger. 
TO THE SCAFFOLD. 

At precisely three minutes to 12 the prisoner 
left the jail, leaamg on the arm of the 
minister, followed by Sheriff Hare, Dr. Pollock, 
Gilmore, aad McKelvey. He walked with firm 
and steady tread. praying and invoking mercy as 
he proceeded. Just once, as the prisoner en- 
tered the inclosuce from the building, he shud- 
dered, as he saw the dreadful instrument 
of death which was so soon to send 
him into eternity. Ortwein, the Sheriff, andthe 
ministers ascended the scaffold. The minister 
offered a most touching and impressive prayer 
in German., Ortwein all this time looked calm 
and smiling. He stood om the drop a few 
minutes, and then was told to kneel and receive 
the benediction from the minister. Sheriff and 
minister then asked him it he bad anything to 
say, when he replied in a firm voice as follows, 
in German:

the future. There is not even unanimity 
enough in the two Houses to agree upon a day 
of adjournment. All this has not happened 
for lack of business to do. In addition to 
matters of minor public importance, the Rev- 
enue bill needs radical connection. The In- 
corporation law for large ‘cities ought to be 
amended so that cities can commence opera- 
tions under it. The School-Tax Fund law 
needs to be changed so that counties can take 
care of their own schools. The Copperas 
Dam appropriation needs to be passed so that 
thisriver improvement can be made. There 
is little prospect that any of these meas- 
ures will be definitely settled; in fact, 
there is little prospect that any busi- 
ness will be accomplished. In view of 
this fact, the most acceptable thing 
this Legislature can do is to adjourn at once 
and go home.

The Supreme Court of the 
United States has decided (15 Waxtace, 306, 
328,) that property lying beyond the juris- 
diction of the State is not a subject upon 
which her taxing power can be legitimately 
exercised. The exact language of the Court 
is as follows: “ Property lying beyond the 
jurisdiction of the State is not a subject upon 
which her taxing power can be legitimately 
exercised. Indeed, it would seem that no 
adjudication should be necessary to establish 
so obvious a proposition.” And yet, ob- 
serves Mr. Wetts, a good deal of adjudica- 
tion has been necessary to get so common- 
sense a proposition distinctly affirmed by a 
court of last resort; and so firmly, moreover, 
has the opposite doctrine been ingrained into 
most of our systems of State taxation, that 
Assessors everywhere are doubtless still acting 
in conformity with the old practice; and as- 
sessing citizens for property whose actual 
situs is not within the taxing district.

Taxing 
them is therefore extra-territorial, hence 
unconstitutional. Such cértificates, when 
etchanged between citizens of different 
States, facilitate inter-State commertve.

(Auary os. State of California’ that a State 
cannot tax a bill of lading given for goods 
transported to another State, because this 
would hinder inter-State commerce, Taxes 
which hinder such commerce, then, are un- 
constitutional.

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THE LAW OF PLUNDER. 

We yesterday published some interesting 
extracts from the recent able speech by Mr. 
Bourowaxp in Congress upon the proposed in- 
crease of taxation. Mr. Burcuann is a lead- 
ing Republican member of the House from 
this State. For his ability, his industry, and 
his thorough acqueintance with the details of 
taxation, he has been continned on the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means for several Con- 
gresses. His statements are not those of a 
partisan nor of a theorist, but the tesults of 
an able, thorough examination of the prac- 
tical results of taxation, and are entitled to 
great consideration. 

In 1872, pending the Presidential election, 
Congress, with a view of conciliating public 
indignation, reduced the rate of taxes on 
certain classes of goods; the reduction was 10 
per cent of the then existing rates. The 
articles on which this reduction was made 
were the following: Cotton goals, glase- 
ware of every kind, iron and sten goods, 
other metals and goods, paper, including 
books, wool and woolen goods, au a variety 
of other articles.

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OUR FORESTS. 


LroxanůbD G. Hopers before the. Minnesota 
Agricultural Society; and published in Taz 
Trreune of Saturday, contained a striking 
sketch of the pressing need for forest - culture. 
Although it referred only to Minnesota, it 
applies throughout the West. The annual 
consumption of wood in that State is esti- 
mated at 1,710,000 cords. As much more is 
shipped outside the State, Thus, 150,000 
acres Of wood-land dre stripped bare every 
year. The result of this, by 1900, is sammed 
up by Mr. Hopess in this cheerful picture: 
„Our pineries exhausted, the Big Woods 
pretty well thinned out, the Mississippi dry- 
ing up, St. Paul and Minneapolis 300 or 400 
miles above the head of steamboat navigation, 
mercury 40 degrees below zero, and the wind 
blowing a hurricane.” The remedy for the 
growing evil is trée-planting. Something 
has been done in this direction. The Con- 
gressional acts of 1878 and 1874, which allow 
a man who plants andl tends a certain number 
of trees to enter land free, have stimulated 
individual action. Altogether, nearly 20,000,- 
000 trees have been set out in Minnesota. 
Of these, 4,000,000 have been planted by the 
St. Paul & Pacific Road, which has found the 
business a profitable one. Mr. Hopexs, in- 
deed, claims that it is more profitable than 
grain-growing, although it yields small im- 
mediate returns. He declares that “ the net 
profits on a quarter- section of prairie, prop- 
erly prepared, planted, and cultivated with 
forest trees, will, within ten years, exceed 
the net profits of ten quarter-sections of wheat, 
and that the genuine white willow, proper- 
ly handled, will increase faster than money at 
interest at 4 per cent per month.” While 
these statements may be, and probably are, 
somewhat exaggerated, they have a solid basis 
of truth. There can be no doubt that the de- 
struction of forests in the Northwest is work- 
ing a vast injury to the country. The win- 
ters are already growing colder, so that we 
may, ere long, be forced, like New England 
farmers, to abandon the cultivation of the 
more delicate Northern fruits. The drought 
which makes the great interior basin worth- 
less is creeping eastward. We need forests to 
break the violence of freezing gales, to pre- 
serve the moisture of the ground, and to 
serve as the raw material for build- 
ings, fences, fuel, railroad-ties, etc., in 
the future. The West is beginning to appre- 
ciate this fact. Congressional action has been 
wisely taken. Nebraska has established a 
legal holiday, called, we believe, Tree-Plant- 
ing Day.” There is a State Superintendent 
of Arboriculture, and prizes are given to the 
men who plant the most trees during the year. 
The plan is said to work very well. It should 
be tried elsewhere. The Northwest, in cut- 
ting down its forests at the present rate and 
making no provisions to replace them, is liv- 
ing on its capital, as Virginia planters did 
when they ruined the soil of the Old Domin- 
ion by growing successive crops of tobacco. 
The man who makes two trees grow where 
one grew before is a public benefactor. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

The audiences attracted by the Sunday- 
Lecture Society’s course are thoroughly rep- 
resentative of the people. They contain 
members of every class. Their sentiments 
give a trustworthy clew to popular feeling. It 
is, then, a significant fact that throughout 
this winter the heartiest applause has been 
given by these audiences to every argument 
or exhortation in behalf of compulsory edu- 
cation. The most telling sentences of 
the lecture of Messrs. Jussen and Parton 
were those in which they urged this reform ; 
and the applause which greeted Brapiavan’s 
passionate appeal in its behalf last Sunday 
was exceeded only by that which 
answered his declaration against sec- 
tarianism in State schools. The 
feeling in favor of compulsory education is 
evidently strong. It is not local. Nine 
States have already adopted this wise meas- 
ure. The Empire State wheeled into line on 
the first day of 1875, Pennsylvania is now 
considering the subject. The Governor rec- 
ommended compulsory education in his an- 
nual message, and quoted convincing facts 
and figures in its behalf. This portion of 
the message was referred toa special com- 
mittee, which is expected to report a law. 
Meanwhile, one enthusiastic legislator has 
published the statistics prepared by Mr. 
Dexren A. Hawerss for the New York Coun- 
cil of Political Reform. The striking figures 
were widely circulated in New York, and 
had much to do with the passage of the new 
law. In Illinois, tha House Committee on 
Education has reported a bill which provides 
that every child shall attend school for three 
months (including sit consecutive weeks) in 
each year. A bill of this sort pagsed the last 
House and was unfortunately lost by a very 
close vote in the Senate. In the latter, a press 
of other business killed it.

LE MOYNE-FARWELL, 

The taking of evidence ia the Le Moyne-Far- 
well contested-election case was resumed yester- 
day at the Hatch House. Tho first wituess 
examined for the contestee was Stephen Pen- 
noyer, who testified that he was a farmer at Nor- 
wood Park, and was one of the judges of the 
election in that town Nov. 3, 1874. Witness saw 
George 8. Kimberly, Warden of the County 
Poor-House, and he seemed to be greatly iuter- 
ested in introducing paupers, some sixty in num- 
ber. To questions as to residence, some 
they were working men on the county farm, and 
some said they were cooks, some that they were 
farmers, and others that they were stock-fceders. 
A large number claimed that they were on the 
pay-roils of the institiition, and others that they 
1 their food aod clothing for their 
work. puty-Warden Walsh did the subscrib- 
ing to the affidavits, Kimberly made 
of putting the judges in jail if they did not ao- 
cept the votesof the party, Witness’ acquaint- 
ance with the legal voters of the town evabled 
him ll that a great many of Kimberly's party 
were paupers. 

Jease Bell, another judge of the election in 
Norwood Park, aso testified in reference to the 
paupers, and seid that, with the exception of 
three men in tae party. he believed ali were 
paupors. He did not believe the judges were 
in timidated or induenced by the threats of Kim- 
berly. 

John R. Stockwell, another judge of the elec- 
tion in the same town, said there might have 
been about ten of twenty men in the party who 
were paupers. Some of them he had seen
